The cost of 
battle under modern conditions Is so 
great that since Sedan the civilized 
world has generally taken It out In talk, 
and It Is agreed that millions tor de¬ 
fense are the almighty dollars of peace. 

In g crowded church In Poughkeepsie 
recently the service had to be stopped 
while several fainting women were car- 
dad from the room. Inveetlgaton re¬ 


vealed that after the meeting the pre¬ 
ceding Sunday the sexton had closed 
the church without airing It, and me 
vitiated atmosphere had been reheated 
for another audience. It Is as much a 
crime for housekeepers anil janitors to 
furnish their families and guests with 
impure air. as it would la* to set boron* 
them unwholesome food, ^ndeod, a 
n.a;i c.ia live longer without food tlKin 
without air. 

A writer in the North American Re¬ 
view advances a cure for pension 
frauds in the following terms: There 
has been .too much secrecy and de- 
viousness connected with the pension 
business of this country, and I blush 
to own that my profession lias taken 
no small part iti It. Here is a method 
by which frauds and pretenders can 
: l>e got rid of. Uet Congress pass a law 
requiring a re-examination of every 
pensioner, or applicant for a pension, 
who bases Ids claim ou physical disa 
billty contracted while discharging his 
duty as a Union soldier. A board of 
medical examiners should be estab¬ 
lished in each State—two or more 
boards might be required in some 
States to facilitate matters. Eacli 
board should be composed of two mem¬ 
bers. one a surgeon and the other a 
physician. They should be selected 
solely for their eminent and acknowl¬ 
edged professional ability, ami tlielr 
honesty and standing in the State. 
They should give all their time to this 
work, and Ik* paid a salary of $20,000 
each per year. They should carefully 
examine every pensioner in their re¬ 
spective States, and report to the gov¬ 
ernment exactly rile physical condition 
of each, and how much, if any, disa¬ 
bility in any cate was the result of 
service in the war of secession. They 
would be influenced by nothing except 
the physical facts presented, and al¬ 
ways give the applicant the benefit of 
any doubt. Sueh a re-examination 
would require alniut one year to com¬ 
plete it, and would cost the govern¬ 
ment from $2,000,000 to $.1,000,000. 

It may be that we are. with respect 1 
to tlie coming century, in the same im¬ 
mature mental condition in which the j 
people of the eighteenth century were 
with regard to the nineteenth. If some 
In the preceding century had dared to 
predict the wonderful achievements of 
the nineteenth, he would probably have 
been declared a fool, and treatoil as 
was Robert Mayer iu Germany, in tills 
century, who, after the discovery of 
the law of the conservation of force. ! 
was put into an insane asylum. A like 
fate might In'fall the man who should 
dare now to east a horoscope for the 
twentieth century, and to predict the ! 
progress of tin* human mind in the ! 
various domains of scientific research. 
After all, those may be right who. In 
spite of all those acquisitions on which 
we so justly pride ourselves, are of 
opinion that we are still moving iu 
only the initial steps. In the leading 
strings of evolution, and that we are 
yet very far from the goal of those ma- 1 
terial and ideal alms which the liumuti 
race in its unremitting onward strug¬ 
gle Is destined to attain, or to show its j 
capacity of attaining. The great Sir i 
Isaac Newton used, perhaps, the most j 
appropriate simile when he compared 
men with children who on the seushore i 
pick up here and there a curious peb- I 
lde or colored shell, while the great I 
soa of truth lies still unexplored before j 
them. We can only conjecture as to | 
the probable course as we cannot know 
which position we occupy in the course 1 
of liuman evolution—whether we art* 
still in Its beginnings or well advanced, i 
This lies hidden In the bosom of the 
future. 

Lake Doniphan, in Kansas, Is one of 
the most peculiar bodies of water in 
the world. In the winter, when the 
lake is covered with ice, it Is possible 
lo build a large bonfire upon It by slm- j 
ply making a hole through the ice and 
applying a match to it. Instantly the ' 
flames shoot up five or six feet and ; 
burn with great brilliancy for a min- : 
ute or two. ‘The supply for the flames ■ 
is natural gas, which bubbles up I 
through the water the year round, but 
It is only when tlie surface Is covered 
with ice that the gas is prevented from 
escaping and is collected in large hub¬ 
bies or pockets, from ten to twenty 
yards square. If a puncture is made 
through the ice to these pockets the 
gas escapes and if lighted furnishes | 
the skater an excellent tiro at which he 
may warm himself. In some sections 
of the lake Ice rarely forms, except in 
extremely cold nights, for the gas, be¬ 
ing warmer than the water and rising 
in such large quantities, prevents the j 
water from freezing. The lake Itself 
is peculiar. It Is a river lake; that is, 

It was formed from a bend of the Mis¬ 
souri River by the stream taking a 
shorter cut across the neck of the bond, 
thus leaving a lake shaped like a horse¬ 
shoe about five miles lu length. The 
lake was made iu 1891. The gas does 1 
not rise from all sections of the lake, 
but mostly In the western arm. On 
tlie other or Missouri side of the river 
are three small lakes formed exactly 
as Doniphan has been, but from these 
there is no gas exhaled except occa¬ 
sional small bubbles. Natural gas has 
lioen found in Kansas. A well some fif¬ 
ty-five miles south of Lake Doniphan, a ! 
few years age, gave a limited supply of 
gas, while at loin a gas well has fur¬ 
nished several tnilliou cubic feet of j 
gas. It Is believed that Kansas will 
yet prove to have pis area* of no in- i 
considerable extent and It Is thought 
that should a field la* discovered It will 
be found lu an area of which Atchison, 
St. Joseph and Kuusas City will form 
the boundaries.

The Size of Thread. 

“Every seamstress, whether she 
wants No. 150, or (SO, or 125 thread, 
knows from the number just what size 
the thread will be and wliat kind of 
sewing it can be used for; but how the 
numbers came to be just what they are 
and just what they mean not one in*r- 
squ in one thousand knows,” said a 
dealer in s|x>ol eotton to a Star repor¬ 
ter. "Yet it is a very simple matter to 
explain, providing you only know the 
points aud how to elucidate them. For 
Instance, wheat 840 yards of yarn weigh 
7,000 grains a i>ouiid of cotton, the 
threadmuker’s mark Is No. 1. If 1,080 
yards weigh a pound it Us marked as 
No. 2. 

“For No. 50 yarn it would take 50 mul¬ 
tiplied by 840 to weigh a pound; this is 
the Whole explanation of the yard 
measurement as used hi - tlie spool cot¬ 
ton manufacturers. The early manu¬ 
factured thread was of three instead of 
six cord, the uumlKir being derived from 
the number of yards to the pound, just 
as it Is to-day. 

“When the sowing machine came into 
the market as the great thread consum¬ 
er, uureasonlug In Its work and inex¬ 
orable lu Its demands for meclumic.il 
accuracy, six cord cotton hail to lie 
made In place of tlie old and rougher 
three cord, It ladng much smoother, as 
thread numbers were already estab¬ 
lished they were not altered for the 
now article, and No. GO six cord and No. 

00 three cord were left identical in both 
size and number. 

“To effect this the six cord lias to be 
made of yarn twice as fine as that de¬ 
manded in making the three cord va- j 
rlety. The No. 00 six cord is now made i 
of six strands of No. 120 yarn. The j 
three cord spool cotton Is the same 
number as tin* yarn is made of. Six I 
eoixl s|K>ol cotton Is always made from ! 
yarn double its numlier. Thread Is a i 
simple tiling, hut, simple as it is, there | 
are 2,000 kinds of it and each kind goes 
through hundreds of different processes ; 
iu the course of manufacture. There 
Is one factory in New Jersey that turns 
out over 1,000,000 sisxilS daily.” 

A Cast* of Conscience. 

Tender consciences are not all owned 
by people who tool indebted to tlie ! 
treasury of the nation. Sometimes they 
appear in unexpected places, aud al¬ 
ways with unexpected results. Not 
long ago a merchant of this city re¬ 
ceived au lnclosure from a neighbor¬ 
ing town.

FAINTING. 

Simple Measures That Prove Effective In 
a Case of Syncope. 

Fainting, or syncope, is a temporary 
loss of consciousness, occurring with 
enfeebled and retarded action of the 
heart, as manifested by a slow and al¬ 
most imperceptible pulse, extreme pal¬ 
lor of the face, especially tbe lipc, and 
a coldness and lividity of tbe hands and 
feet. 

Tho attack of unconsciousness is gen¬ 
erally preceded by a feeling of sligbt 
nausea, a swimming before the eyes, 
noises in tbe ears, a fnllnessof the bead 
and an iudescribab’e feeling of “all 
goneness,” of the extreme wretchedness 
of which no one can have any idea who 
has not experienced it in his own per¬ 
son. 

The voices of those around gradually 
become indistinct, objects grow dim, 
tho breathing is oppressed, and finally 
darkness closes in, tho muscles relax, 
uud tho sufferer passes into that myste¬ 
rious and awo inspiring state called un¬ 
consciousness. This lasts for a variable 
period and then the mind gradually re¬ 
sumes its supremacy, tbe patient coming 
agitin into possession of his suspended 
faculties, like one raised front the dead 
rather than like one aroused from slum¬ 
ber. 

In its essence the act of fainting is 
merely a symptom of anaemia of tho 
brain, with which is associated u great¬ 
ly weakened action of the heart, both 
dependent upon some usually disagree¬ 
able impression from without, such as 
the sight of blood, an unpleasant or 
very powerful odor, a sudden fright, 
pain, oppressive heat of tho atmosphere, 
tho receipt of bad news, less often a 
groat and sudden joy, and tho like. 

Young women, people in delicate 
health, the nervous and sufferers from 
heart disease are more prone to syncope 
than others, yet fainting muy occur in 
the strongest men from the effect of 
slight causes. 

Were it not so familiar a sight a per¬ 
son in a faint would till tho bystanders 
with terror, so closely does the condi¬ 
tion simulate death, but fortunately the 
state is one usually of short duration. 

The patient should bo placed fiat on 
tbe back, with no pillow or support mi¬ 
rier the bead. Those not in immediate 
attendance should keep at a distance, 
and fresh air should be admitted freely. 

Tbeclothing should be loosened about 
tho neck and tho waist, the face should 
be fanned, and respiration should he 
stimulated by flipping a few drops of 
cold water on the face and chest. Tito 
hare eliest and arms may also be slapped 
with a wet towel. Smelling salts may 
be held cautiously under tho nose or a 
few grains of pepper blown into the 
nostrils. Any ordinary swoon should 
quickly yield to these simple measures. 
—Youth’s Companion. 

COSTLY EXECUTIONS. 

Hill* For Killing Criminal* That Worn 
Furlii<-rly I'aul lu Holland. 

Edam, in Holland, where the Dutch 
cheese comes from, lias a museum of 
local antiquities, and among the not 
least interesting of the exhibits are the 
accounts of the municipal executioners 
during the eighteenth century, nays the 
Louden Chronicle. One of these func¬ 
tionaries, by name Vogel, presents a de¬ 
tailed bill dated Dec. 11), 1713, in which 
he sets forth a claim for (i florins for 
one decapitation uud :) florins each fora 
sword and winding sheet, with 8 florins 
14 cents for u coffin for tho decapitated 
one. His charge for hanging a criminal 
was also li florins, with the further ad¬ 
dition of 8 florins for “cutting down 
and impaling ditto.” "Breaking a man 
on the wheel” was a costlier luxury 
and ran to il florins, while for “supply¬ 
ing nine new lushes for scourge” the 
charge was 27 florins. 

On the whole, however, Mr. Vogel 
was a moderate man in his charges or 
the value of human life went up a good 
deal in the next 50 years, for in the no 
less circumstantial accounts of Johannes 
Ka, presented Aug. 1, 1704, wo have a 
charge of 12 florins for "going on board 
tbe Hans and preparing instruments of 
torture,” with a like charge for "tor¬ 
turing one person. ” But this must have 
been for tbe lesser torture only, as on 
Aug. 20 the same Johannes sends in a 
bill for "torturing throe persons at 75 
florins a bead”—total, 225 florins, 
while a few days later no less than 000 
florins is charged for "hanging four 
persons at 150 florins each,’’and for 
"flogging two persons and bunting a 
third” he exacts 150 florins. Clearly 
considerations of economy, if not of hu¬ 
manity, must have tended toward the 
reform of the criminal code in Holland. 

Ought tr Have Known Better.

HAUNTED BY MEMORY. 

One Man Who Will Never Forget the Sa¬ 
moan Disaster. 

”1 suppose that all of us wbo felt tbe 
living, frenzied forco of that awful on 
shore hurricane will dream about it 
occasionally as long as we live, ” saitl 
an ex-bluejacket of tbe United States 
navy now living in Washington, wbo 
was among the Vandalia ship's com¬ 
pany at the time of the great naval dis¬ 
aster in Apia harbor, Samoa, in revert¬ 
ing to that experience. "For three or 
four years after I got out of that mess 
all safe and sound the memory of it 
used to get. tangled up in my bead when 
X was asleep, and 1 would wake in a 
tremble and be unable to sleep for the 
remainder of the night. But time bas 
softened the craggier edges of the re¬ 
membrance of that horrifying black 
wind, and once in a spell nowadays 1 
forget all about it for two or three days 
at a time. 

“There was one man in my mess on 
the Vandalia who was never quito right 
after we went on the reef. I was ship¬ 
mate with hint for two years afterward, 
ami bis occasional wildness was plain 
to all bands, and men who’ve been ship¬ 
mates with him since—for he’s still in 
the outfit—tell me that lie’s just as bad¬ 
ly haunted by the memory of tho disas¬ 
ter as ho was when last I saw hint. 
This man was a shipwright, and his 
name was Turley. Before we had that 
bad blow Turley was as cheorful and as 
chipper a man around decks as I ever 
swapped yarns with, but when be got 
well of his broken arms down in Apia 
ho was a changed man. I never saw 
him crack a grin nfter the blow, and 
front n stout, husky fellow he became 
thin and haggard looking. He recovered 
all right physically from tbe thing, you 
see, but it sort of twisted his bead and 
preyed upon him. Ho swung his ham¬ 
mock alongside of me on tho Alert, for 
two years after we were sent up to duty 
ou the west coast ngain, and it was a 
common thing for Turley to hop out of 
his hammock in a frenzy in the middle 
of the night in port or at sea, yelling 
like a madman: ‘All hands abandon 
ship!

1 don’t wonder much 
either. It was an evil enough blow to 
nigh turn any man’s headgear topsy 
tnrvy. ”—Washington Star.

And the more 
sympathetic, tender and well bred 
women and the fewer inen we have as 
teachers In our Sunday schools, the let¬ 
ter it will lie for the children and the 
schools. But no woman, occupied in 
business during the week, should, eith¬ 
er of her 6wn volition or under pres¬ 
sure, allow herself to !>e permitted to 
act as teacher in a Sunday school. 
When a woman is engaged in business 
tor six days of a week her Sunday 
should be to her a day of rest. Her 
place in church or school ou Sunday 
should be that of auditor; not of work¬ 
er. A little higher order of intelligence 
is vitally necessary in our Sunday 
sc 1 tool classes. We demand this of our 
teachers lu our secular schools, and par¬ 
ents have a right to ask it of the Sun¬ 
day school. It is not enough that the 
Sunday school teacher should be spirit¬ 
ual; she must have intelligence where¬ 
with to apply her spirituality to the 
very best advantage and by the most 
attractive methods. Young girls are 
to-day teachers who should he in class¬ 
es. To bring home a spiritual lesson to 
the mind of a child is not play; it is an 
art, and calls for experience with ehil 
<lren, a knowledge of human nature, 
an understanding of the very highest 
and deepest truths of life.”

I'unl on Marriage, 
la reading what Paul says about 
marriage we must remember two 
things. Marriage In that ago was very 
difleront from marriage in ours. There 
was no religious ceremony and no en¬ 
during bond. Under the Roman Em¬ 
pire, In the first century, the man and 
woman entered into partnership, lived 
together as long as both of them liked 
to live together, then seperated. The 
bend could la; dissolved at the pleasure 
of either. How readily it was dissolved 
is illustrated by an instance related by 
St. Jerome, who tells us that in his time 
“there existed a wife who was married 
to her twenty-third husband, she her¬ 
self being his twenty-first wife.” When, 
therefore, Paul talks about marriage,' 
he talks about the advisability of a 
woman’s entering into such a commer¬ 
cial and easily dissoluble relationship 
with some man—something very differ¬ 
ent from marriage in a Christian com¬ 
munity formed under the Influence of 
an Anglo-Saxon civilization and Chris¬ 
tian teaching. We must remember, too, 
that Paul, when he wrote this letter to 
the Corinthians, believed the world 
was soon to come to an end; that there 
was great distress, and many persecu¬ 
tions; that the perils of the. churcn 
were likely to grow greater rather than 
less; and that thus the condition of the 
times rendered marriage, especially to 
the Christian, Inexpedient. His advice, 
which Is, on the whole, against mar¬ 
riage rather than in favor of K, Is such 
as a Puritan might have given in the 
times of Charles the First, or a Hugue¬ 
not in the time of Catherine de Medici. 
Hla Judgment In favor of virginity is 
baaed on the fact of “the present dis¬ 
tress.”— Dr. Lyman Abbott. 

Oldest Southern Church. 

Sooth of Mason and Dixon’s line the 
oldest and probably the most famous 


I church Is the Providence Baptist, in 
| Clark County, Kentucky, seven miles 
| south of Winchester. It was organ - 
I l*ed at a different place from where 
\ the congregation now meets. Virginia 
was the church’s birthplace, but pre¬ 
vious to 1780 it moved to Kentucky, 

: Daniel Boone being included among the 
1 congregation. It has In its history oc¬ 
cupied three buildings, one of log. one 
of stone and the present one, a modern 
frame. 

Not only is this the oldest church in 
the South, but it is the pioneer church 
organization in the State and is a part 
of the very interesting unpublished his- 
I tory of Kentucky. The pastor of the 
church, Robert Elkins, lias held his i«>- 
sition for forty years. Tlie present 
clerk lias filled his own place for forty- 
eight years. 

Tlie early day stone sanctuary 1ms 
stood the tost of time, the masonry not 
showing a crack to-day, having stood 
ns firm as the church organization it¬ 
self. The building is over 100 years 
old. Near this old church Is the more 
modern and commodious house of wor¬ 
ship built by the present congregation. 
No services are held in the old stone 
structure, but it stands a monument to 
the thoroughness and careful work of 
Kentucky’s early Baptists.

BORN A SLAVE. 

He Won His Wax to a Commanding 
Position in American Life. 

The career of Blanche K. Bruce, who 
died recently in Washington, was one 
of the most remarkable in our history. 
Although he was bom and lived to the 
age of 20 years a slave, he died in his 
second term as register of the Treasury, 
after having served a full term as Uni¬ 
ted States Senator, and he houestl.v ac¬ 
quired a comfortable fortune and a 
strong Influence in the polities and poli¬ 
cies of the country. 

Bruce, who was born a slave in Vlr-

ginia, in 1811, removed with his mas 
ter to Missouri a little before the war 
I and in 1801 joined the Union forces, 
j After the war he located in Mississippi, 
where lie prospered and where, in 1874, 
i he was elected to the United States 
Senate. 

In this connection a gtxxl story is 
t told. It was announced that the Sena 
j tor would go lo Washington from his 
, Mississippi home by one of the Missls- 
] sippi st oa ml touts, at least as far ns St. 
Louis, on his way. The captain, a man 
by the name of Lathers, was a typical 
Mississippi steamboat captain, and he 
was reported to have said that he 
would show the black Senator when he 
got. aboard of the boat that he would 
have to keep his place on that lioat, and 
If lie put on any airs because he hap¬ 
pened to be a Senator the captain 
would teach him his manners. 

As soon as Bruce boarded tlie steam¬ 
boat he sought tlie captain and he said 
to him, “Captain Lathers. I am going 
to Washington, and a part of the way 
as passenger on your steamboat. My 
name is Bruce aud possibly you may 
have heard of me. What I wanted to 
say is that 1 know perfectly well what 
t.ho feeling of many people who are 
travelers regarding ix-rsons of my color 
Is. They cannot help It, and I cannot 
help it, and ! am going to give them 
no occasion for any annoyance while l 
am a passenger on your I mat. I simply 
ask that you see to it that I am made 
as comfortable as possible, anil I as¬ 
sure you that you will have no reason 
for complaint." 

The bluff ca]ytaln stepped back a 
pace or two, looked Bruce over, ami 
then held out his hand and said, with 

great emphasis, “By-, you shall sit 

at my table; you shall sit on my right 
hand on the entire trip, and if any man 
objects he will have to tight me." And 
on that, entire trip of some throe days 
the captain made Bruce his gurwt. 

One of tllie Impressive sights of 
Washington during the incumbency of 
Senator Bruce was to see him aud his 
colleague, the aristocratic Lamar, walk¬ 
ing daily together up the avenue to the 
Capitol. Lamar, tlie scholar, tlie orator, 
the fine type of Southern chivalry and 
cultivation, had tlie highest respect for 
Bruce and preferred his companionship 
in the dally walks to and from the Cap¬ 
itol to -that of any other Senator. 

After his retirement from the Senate, 
In 1881, Bruce wu.s appointed register 
of tho Treasurer by President Garfield, 
and six months before Ills death Presi¬ 
dent McKinley reappointed him to the 
same office. 

PLAGUE OF THE KLONDIKE. 

Monster Mosquitoes Which Torture 
Men und Even Hears to Death. 

The Yukon mosquito Is the most bru¬ 
tal and bloodthirsty of Its trilie—it kills 
man and beast, even the ferocious 
grizzly boar fulling a victim to its 
bites. 

Prof. William Beuteumuller, of the 
Museum of Natural History, has in¬ 
vestigated the mosquito and recognizes 
some thirty kinds in North America, of 
which tlie variety found along the Yu 
kon Is the most pestiferous. These 
swarm In long columns resembling the 
smoke rising from a campfire. Oue 
can hear their buzzing a hundred feet 
away. It Is not sweet music. The 


nloose, deer and caribou up the moun¬ 
tains to the snow line, where these ani¬ 
mals would prefer not to be In berry 
time. They kill dogs, and even the big 
brown bear, that is often miscalled a 
grizzly, has succumbed to them. 

Although the Alaska summer Is 
short, two broods of mosquitoes uateh 
I out each year, ami are ready for busi¬ 
ness from one to ten seconds after they 
leave the water. It rains a good deal 
along tlie Yukon, and rain Is welcom¬ 
ed, for It drives the mosquitoes to cot - 
er, but after the rain they are worse 
than ever. 

I>r. Armond Raoul, late bacteriolo¬ 
gist of the St. I /on is Board of Health, 
claims to have discovered a virus that 
is death to mosquitoes. He is going to 
Alaska to start a plague among tin 
posts by inoculating some choice speci¬ 
mens of them and turning them loose 
to spread the fatal disease, which. In 
declares, is highly contagious to ill 
iMptera. 

NEWS FOR ASTRONOMERS. 

An Instrument Which Witt llrina the 
Moon Within l’istol-Shot, 

Herr Johann Mayer, royal and im¬ 
perial first lieutenant in tlie lUSd regi¬ 
ment of Austro-Hungarian infantry, 
claims that ho lias Invented an instru¬ 
ment which will bring tlie stars with¬ 
in a few hundred yards of the earth 
and tlie moon within pistol-shot. 

Briefly summed up, Herr Mayer’s 
telescope consists of a huge parnooli- 
mirror in whose focus he suspends a 
small convex parabolic mirror which 
throws tlie rays received by the lnrg\> 
mirror upon tlie lens of the microscope 
connected with the npparalus. l’iils 
combination of the large and small 
mirror Is shown in tlie drawing. The 
original feature which llerr Mayer 
claims for his apparatus is, of course, 
the use of the enormous parabolic mlr-
